Boston, Jan. 5.—After giving a careful' 


hearing to the expert testimony of Dr. L. 
D. Woodbridge of Williamatown in the 
O'Neil murder case, Governor "Wolcott 
has refused to interfere in any way in the 
O'Noil murder case and the law will take 
its course. 


This decision of the governor's is final, 


and decides against the last hope of 
O'Neil, who will die on the gallows at 
10.30 o'clock Friday forenoon at Green- 
field. 


The governor heard Dr. Woodbridge's 


evidence all through, and was a carefu1 
listener and questioner of the doctors 
present, and the lawyers who occas- 
ionally made suggestions. The governor 
seemed deeply interested and was ready 
to learn the slightest fact that might 
throw any new aspect on the case. 


decision given shortly after noon 


was to the effect that while thore might 
b3 some question as to fine points of an- 
atomy and the condition of theniurdere t 
woman's body, yet there was nothing t 
invalidate the mass of condemning ev - 
dence that iind marked a sure case 01 
murder having been committed, 


Dr. Woodbridge presented liis expor 


evidence with force and the air of a ma11 


who -.vdS confident of his conclusions' 
Th^ other doctors present did not agreo 
with Dr. Woodbridge in alt his state- 
ments and conclusions, and tbere was 
some differing.

IN A PECK OF TROUBLE, 


Guerilla Warfare Goes on Undated 


In Ohio's Capital, 


Solidity of the Combine Re- 


mains Unimpaired. 


Necessary Votes to Ensure H anna's Success 


Not to Be Had. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 5.—TheHannamen 


have dhanged their plan for a joint sena- 
torial caucus tonnght, and the fight will 
go on without any caucus decrees on 
either side. The f otto-wing was given out 
by the ste&rlag- committee: "The senti- 
ment of the house and senate, as ex- 
pressed to the chairman of the two Re- 
publican caucuses, is that it is un»eceB- 
sary to call a senatorial caucus. The 
universal express-ion is that, as Mr. 
Hanna had been endorsed by the Toledo 
convention and by the cotunty conven- 
tions of the state, and was nominated 
by the. people rn. their primary capacity at 
the polls, it is more respectful to their 
constituents to accept their action as 
conclusive, in accordance with the pre- 
cedent eft two years ago, than to supple- 
ment it by a. formal nomination of their 
own. No caucus therefore will be called." 


This announcement caused as much 


etir as the result of the caucuses last 
Saturday nighit. The opponents of Sena- 
tor Hanna Jpsisted that the Hanna men 
were afraid'to show their hands again, 
and that it was a corcf««9?'on that the 
senator had ascertained that he did not 
have sufficient votes and could not s&t 
them in a joint caucus. 


SENATOR HAOTTA. 


Representatives Griffith of Union and 


Joyce of Guernsey, who voted with the 
"combine'1 on fflie organization of the 
house, state that they will vote for 
Hanna. This gives Hanna. 54 in ths 
house and 17 In the senate, a total of 71, 
or two short of the necessary majority. 
Droste of Hamilton, who voted for Box- 
well for speaker, announced at the time 
he would vote for Oer-.ard, a silver Re- 
publican, for senator, so tha:t the net 
gain for Harana to date over the vote on 
the organization is only on«. 


The Hanna men say they expect to get 


the votes of Scott of Fulton and Sutan of 
Carroll, who a/re instructed for Hanna, 
but voted with the combine on the or- 
ganization. On the other hand, the com- 
bhYatlon managers say that Scott and 
Rutan will remain with them to a finish, 
and that they expect to get »nitier or 
Greene and Redkay of Highland, who 
voted for Boxwell for speaker. The 
doubtful membars are being offered their 
choice of chairmanships amd given ^r>- 
portunity 1o make other selections they 
want. The power of the organization 
of the house is certainly being used to 
the greatest possible advantage, and its 
Influence is not to be underestimated in 
connection with the support of the state 
adminfsi ration. While Mr. Kurtz and

patronage in anticipation of gaining 
several votes on the senatorial ballot. 


In holding Its mem in line, "the com- 


bine" is having trouble with some of the 
65 Democrat^ members. It IB believed 
that Mayor McKlsson will give way to 
Kurtz for the ehort term for senator, 
while Governor Buahnell baa all along 
been regarded aa the candidate for the 


long: term. Representatives Wiley of 
Wayne, Powell of Morrow, Nlles of 
Lucas and other radical free silver 
Democrats are not satisfied with Kurtz 
and Bushnell, and if they are to- vote for 
K-epubhcans, they want them wrth pro- 
nounced salver records like tha-t of Ger- 
rard and others that are named. Some 
cf the Democratic members itwsrst that 
the breach is so wide and so deep now 
between the Republicans that John, R. 
McLean or some other free silver Demo- 
crat can be elected over Hanm. 


The announcement by the Rep-ubiioans 


that they would have no joinit senatorial 
caucus tonig-ht ar at any time previous 
to the balloting for senator will compel 
all to continue in this gnerilla warfare 
for another week, but with the result 
depending- on the action of two or three 
doubtful members, neither snde could 
show its hands without exposing the 
recruits or ttie deserters to a terrific fire 
for at least a week. 


The senate and the house Trill ballot 


separately next Tuesday for senator. 
The senate will stand 19 to IT against 
Hanna by Senator Burke voting: with 
the Democrats. The house o-n Monday 
gtood 56 to 55. It is now 55 to- 5-4 against 
J?anaa. This will settle the e-ontest if 
"the combine" in both houses can, con- 
centrate on any one candidate a.galnst 
Hanna, and when the two houses meet 
on the following day, Jan. 12, to canvass 
in joint assembly, the vote of tSe previ- 
ous day as cast by each branch separ- 
ately there would tie nothing- to do ex- 
cept to announce the total result of 74 
to 71 ag-ainst Hanna; but if Karnia has 
not a majority a week hence it is doubt- 
ful whether any opponent will have it, 
and tlhe general prediction is for a dead- 
lock. In ihe event that the balloting 
next Tuesday does not show a majority 
for anyone, the general assembly will 
proceed on the next day to ballot in joint 
Assembly and oo,TOti>nue to do so until 
there is ail election. The baBrting may

1AY STATE LAW 


They Begin Their Work for 1898 
I 
at Boston. Organization and 


Officers Chosen Today. 


jan. :.—Tne Massachusetts 


1'egislature, officially known as the great 
and general court, convened at the state 
house todajTthe two branches meeting 
in their respective chambers, where, 
after the members w^re sworn in by 
.Governor Wolcott, the* officers for the 
ensuing year were chosen. 
The cere- 


monies attending the organization of 
both branches differed little firom those 
of previous years, and the day passed 
off in the quiet and orderly manner 
which bias become noteworthy of this 
state. 


Perhaps the chief event of the day 


was the meeting1 of the senate in its 
permanent chamber in the rejuvenated 
Bulfinch front, this marking the prac- 
tical completion of the state house. 
George E. Smith of Everett was elected 
president of the senate, and John L. 
Bates of Boston the speaker of the 
house for the third successive year. The 
other officers of both bodies were also 
elected without opposition. 


As the senate caucus, the only one 


necessary for the filling- of a vacancy, 
was held last evening-, the members had 
nothing- to attract them to the summit 
of Beacon hill until just before the time 
set for the opening exercises; yet be- 
fore 9 o'clock a number appeared in the 
long and spacious corridors of the annex, 
and strolled through the new rooms of 
fche Bulfmch front. 
Not a few wel- 


comed Governor Wdcott when he ar- 
rived shortly before 10 o'clock at the 
executive department. 
By this time 


fully two-thirds of the members of both 
branches had arrived and. whiled away 
tthe remaining hour, chatting in the 
smoking rooms, renewing- old acquaint- 
ances and forming new ones. 


The jingle of the ca31 bells at 11 o'clock 


caused a general stampeae to the two 
chambers, where the galleries had al- 
ready become well filled with interested 
spectators. 
As the 40 senators ranged 


themselves about the shining mahogany 
desks, which form a horse-shoe in the 
center of the old hall of representatives, 
which henceforth becomes the senate 


chamber, there were many new faces to 
be seen and as many old ones to be 


I missed. 
Clerk Coolidfre called the sen- 


ators to order at 11:10 a. m. and re- 
quested Josiah C. Bennett of Somer- 
ville. the senior senator, to take the 
cfoair. 
After the customary invocation 


had been made, a committee was ap- 
pointed to wait upon the governor and 
inform him that the senate was ready 
to take the oath. 
'Governor Wolcott 


soon after appeared, accompanied by 
his council, and the senators took the 
oath in a body. 


The governor then retired and the sen- 


ate at once proceeded to organize for 
the coming year. 
The election of the 


president resulted in the choice of Mr. 
tSmith. 


Henry Coolidge of Concord was re- 


elected clerk lor his twelfth year and 
Rev. 
Edmund Dowse of Sherborn and 


Captain J. G. Adams of Lynn were also 
elected chaplain and sergeant-at-arms 
respectively. 
The message was then 


sent to the house that organization had 
been effected, and giving- ths list of the 
newly elected officers. 
A similar no- 


tification was received from that body. 
Last year's rules were oreered to stand 
until others might be adopted, and after 
a session of about two hours the senate 
adjoueted until tomorrow. 


The house was called to order by Clerk 


Kimba.ll about the same time as the 
upper branch, and Francis F. Harlow 
of "Whitman, the oldest representative, 
took the chair. 
As in the senate a 


committee was appointed to notify the 
governor that the members of the house 
were ready to comply with the law in 
taking the oath c-f office, and the same 
form was gone through with as in the 
senate. 
After the governor had retired 


the house proceeded to ballot for speaker, 
and John L. Bates received the unani- 
mous vote o° the body. 


Further organization was made by 


tho choice of James F. Kimball as clerk. 
Rev. 
Daniel W: Waldron of Boston as 


Chaplain and Captain J. G. B. Adams of 
Lynn as sergeant-at-a.rms. After trans- 
acting minor business, the house ad- 
journed until tomorrow.

The whole 
point of the inquest will turn on the lia- 
bility of the city to the relatives and 
friends of the deceased. 
A number of 


architects will testify thai the building 
was unsafe and should have been, con- 
demned. 
This will be the basis of tihe 


claims tJial will be made against the 
city. 


MayoE-eleet Wilson is much more ser- 


iously hnirt than he-permrttedtusfriends 
to observe when .he worked until nearly 
1 o'clock among the wounded. 
He vis- 


ited both hospitals, and with the other 
doctors did all In his power to relieve 
the sufferers, although he was suffer- 
ing greatly from the wounds he re- 
ceived when on the floor.

She was the family drudge 
and servant and at the same time served 
Millet as n model, for ho was too poor to 
engage others. Not only did she pose for 
the peasantgirl in "The Angelns," ffiit in 
several other of Millet's great works. In 
"Tho Gleaners" she posed for the half 
erect figure of tho woman in the fore- 
ground. She was also painted in "L'At- 
tento" and in the picture of the harvesters. 


"Very often when I was in the midst of 


my work or perhaps playing with the 
children," sho says, "M. Millet would 
come out of the dingy littlo room which 
he used as a studio and call out, 'Adele, I 
would like you to pose for rue a few hours.' 
Sometimes he would call me every day for 
weeks or even months, and I would sit or 
st<ind in the littlo room, taking the various 
poses he required and watching him paint 
me on his canvases. I remember very well 
posing for 'The Angelns,' and even now, 
although it is difficult for me to rise, it is 
quite natural for me to fall into tho posa 
in which he placed me for that picture." 


It was the children of Millet who gave 


to Mmo. Mai-ier the nickname Mere 
Toto, by which sho is still known. 
Mr. 


R. L. Newman, an aged American painter 
of some note, knew Millet in Barbizon in 
1654, and when he returned to the quaint 
little village in 1889 he found Mere Toto 
still there, in fact she was working as a 
servant at tho house in which he boarded. 
Mine. Marier had by that time become the 
mother of a beautiful young woman who 
was even prettier than sho herself had been 
in her youth.

THE KING OF BIRDS. 


HABITS AND HAUNTS Or THE BALD- 


HEADED EAGLE. 


Ei» Huuie In the Mountain* of Tonneue*. 


Wonderful Si cut and Great Ago—Harth 
Treatment of Youugr—Fierce FigbU Be- 
tween the Captor* Over Prey. 


The mountain solitudes and fastnesses 


of Tennessee, which huvo figured so ulten 
uf Into in the stories and novels of John 
Fox, Charles Egbert Craddock and others, 
have among other respect inspiring na- 
tives many specimens of tho American na- 
tional bird, the buldbeaded eagle, which 
makes its eyrie among the lofty and ragged 
clefts and crags and pinnacles of the 
ranges. It is loiind on the Stone moun- 
tain, the great Bonne, 6,39(5 feet high, on 
the Bald, at 5,500 feet, and the Great 
bmoky range, which rises 0,ti30 feet, on 
tho Bullhead, and in many other lofty 
places. 


For these splendid birds there is a never 


failing demand, uud as a result there are 
many mountaineers who have become ex- 
port catchers of these mountain prizes, ni)d 
who often reap rich rewards in return lor 
perilous risks and daring adventureu. 
Young eagles bring from $40 to $80, end 
occasionally §100, while eagles that are of 
some ago and of great size cost as much aa 
$HOO, these being rarely captured, how- 
ever. 
Eagles which are killed in the at- 


tempt to capture them are valuable to tax- 
idermists, who always find an easy mar- 
ket for these great stuffed birds. Their 
feathers, especially those of wing and tail, 
are likewise sold for good prices. 


T3ie eagle either builds its nest upon the 


top of a mighty tree growing far up on 
tho mountain among myriads of twining 
vines and the thickest and most inaccess- 
ible bushes or shrubs or on tho summit of 
a high rock. It is always a large one, 
strongly and comfortably built, 
large 


sticks and branches being laid together, 
nearly flat and bound with twining vines. 
The spacious inside is covered with hair 
and mosses, so minutely woven together 
that no wind can penetrate. 


In this abode the mother bird lays two 


eggs, which are great curiosities. Tho 
long end of tho egg tapers down to a point, 
while its color is a dirt or brownish red, 
with many dots and spots upon it. Tho 
young birds are driven forth from the nest 
by their savage parents to scratch for 
themselves a= soon as they are able to fly, 
and no training whatever is given thorn 
by the old bird. 
That is left to their in- 


stinct, which hunger and necessity develop. 
Thero is no going back to the old home 
for tho young eagle, for the mother bird 
at once tears up every vestige of the nest 
where they have thriven since birth, and, 
while they emit plaintive shrieks, darts at 
them and pushes them off the orags or 
rocks, and as they must take to theii 
wings or fall this is how they learn to fly 
at once. It takes three years for a young 
eagle to gain its full and complete plum- 
age and for the development of its strength. 
Once full grown, provided he does not 
meet with a violent death, an eagle should 
live between 80 and 160 years. 


Up in the mountains the eagle finds it aa 


hard to gain subsistence as do the feath- 
ered grumblers of the plains below. The 
precariousness of his existence and the 
wild manner in which food ia gathered 
seem to give the bird greater ferocity the 
older it grows. The eagles range among 
tho mountains and valleys in pairs, their 
young never following, but doing the best 
they can by themselves. Tho stern, un- 
social tyranny of the older birds, begin- 
ning with tho casting out of the eaglets, 
manifests itself in later years in theii 
treatment of their mates. 


If the male bird be the stronger, most 


of the prey belongs to him, and he allows 
the female to eat but a paltry share be- 
tween fierce thrusts of his beak. 
If • the 


female is the stronger (and she generally 
is), the male bird cowers and winces un- 
der many » fierce blow from his unfeeling 
wife, no mutter how small tho morsel he 
is striving to get. 
But when danger 


threatens no human pair battle so for- 
midably for themselves and each other aa 
do two eagles. 
It is a noteworthy fact 


that each male has but one mate during 
his lifetime. If the female is killed or cap- 
tured, tho surviving male becomes an 
eagle hermit and fiercer than ever. 


Eagles are often seen near their nesta 


together, but when the sun is shining they 
frequently take their majestic flight 
straight toward it until they disappear 
from sight. Sitting upon the mountain 
side their vision is so keen that they can 
BBC far down in the valley a sheep or young 
goat, a big turkey or rooster, a small pig, 
a rabbit or partridge, and almost instan- 
taneously they descend upon their victim. 
Often when a large calf or goat is to be 
attacked and carried off four or six of tho 
great birds will unite and remove the car- 
cass to a safe spot, when they will imme- 
diately begin to fight it out to see which 
of them is entitled to the choicest bits, 
and it is truly a survival of tho fittest in 
such combats as these. But an eagle is 
always confident of his strength, and rare- 
ly overreaches himself in such conflicts or 
in his desire for prey. When lingering by 
the mountain rivers watching for ducks 
or geese, or even fish, a pair of eagles will 
display their natural shrewdness. 
They 


swoop from opposite directions upon tho 
fowl, which tries to escape by diving and 
could outwit one eagle. But suddenly as 
tho bird comes to the surface of the water 
the second eagle seizes him. 


With its wonderful power of sight, cov- 


ering a radius of miles, the eagle combines 
a swiftness of flight equally marvelous. 
In a single night and day a full grown 
eagle can fly 1,000 miles. 
Oftentimes the 


visitor in tho Tennessee mountains can 
just see him like a little speck in the sky 
moving restlessly and rapidly in majestic 
circles about the crest of a faraway peak. 
The sightseers and mountaineers who lovo 
to watch eagles always choose tho break of 
dawn or a cahn sunset. Then they are to 
ba seen wheeling in circles and gliding 
about in horizontal sweeps, just before 
starting out on a day's hunt or settling 
for the night.—Cor. New York Post.'

NEWS IN THE OLD DAYS. 


the Wreck of a Steamihlp In 198* 


W»» Reported. 


The ocean passenger steamer Franklin 


tan ashore on the south side of Long Is- 
land, opposite Center Moriches, at 8 o'clock 
on the morning of July 8, 1852. There was 
a dense fog prevailing at the time, and the 
officers of the vessel lost their bearings 
completely and did not know exactly whet1* 
they woro when the steamer stranded. 


Hurfmen and boats were not as plentiful 


along the coast Hue in those days as they 
are now. Several hours elapsed before 
boats were scoured equal to the task of 
making their way through the surf to the 
iteamer. Until communication was had 
with the vessel nothing was known about 
her. 
Finally a boat's crew came ashore, 


and the vessel's name and dfiPtiaation were 
made known. Her commander made ar- 
rangements with Sidney B. Topping to go 
to New York and report tho stranding of 
tho steamer to the board of underwriters, 
v\ hoso office at that time was in Wall 
street. 


Mr. Topping at once crossed the bay to 


the mainland and harnessed up his horse 
to a light wagon and started (or Pat- 
ehogue, 14 miles away. It was just noon- 
time vi hen he stepped into the wagon. At 
Patjhogue he changed horses tud con- 
tinued his journey to Banyion. Ancther 
change ot horses was ir.ads s»c tlmt plan?, 
and Mr. Topping started ?o: Jamaica. His 


| horse was pretty well winded when that 
' place was reached, and he changed ani- 


mals and continue:! on to Brooklyn, and 
crossing the ferry drove to tho underwrit- 
ers' office in Wall street. It was just 6 


1 o'clock in tha evening when he ascended 
\ the office steps. He had made the journey 


of a little more than 70 miles in exactly 
six hours. 


Having reported the full details of the 


wreck to the underwriters, Mr. Topping 
drove around to the office of a leading 
newspaper and furnished the information 
for publication. He received a check for 
$50 from the paper and was told that had 
he brought a copy of a foreign newspaper 
from the Franklin they would have given 
him $100. 


Mr, Topping was postmaster in \Yest- 


hampton during the Vi ar and was a prom- 
inent figure on the east end of Long Island. 
He died in West Hampton at the age of 77. 
—New York Herald.

Professor Mnlle* Tells a Story of His Zto 


perietice With Them. 


A story which throws light on the Ger* 


tnan police system is told by Professor 
Muller in an article in Cosmopolia. The 
professor had received through Humboldt, 
the scientist, an invitation to call upon 
King Frederick William IV. Of course he 
intended to go, but ho came very near 
failing to keep his engagement. It came 
out of an unexpected visit from a young 
lieutenant of police, who asked many ap- 
parently unnecessary questions about why 
the stranger had come to Berlin, when ha 
meant to return to England and what bad 
kept him in Berlin so long. 


"After I had explained to him," says 


Professor Muller, "that I was collating 
Sanskrit manuscripts at the royal library 
he became more peremptory, and informed 
me that the police authorities thought a 
fortnight must be amply sufficient for 
that purpose—how I wished that it had 
been so—and that they requested me to 
leave Berlin in 24 hours. I explained that j 
I wanted but another week to finish my 
\via-k, and produced my passport. It was 
all of no avail. I was told that I must 
leave in 24 hours. I then collected my 
thoughts and said very quietly to the 
young lieutenant: 
" 'Please to tell the police authorities 


that I shall, of course, obey orders, and 
leave Berlin at once, but that I must re- 
quest them to inform his majesty the king 
that I shall not be able to dine with him 
tonight at Potsdam.' 


"The poor young man thought I was 


laughing at him, but when he saw I was 
in earnest he looked thunderstruck, bowed 
and went away. It was not long, how- 
ever, before another police official ap- 
peared, an elderly gentleman of very pleas- 
ant manner, who explained to me how 
sorry he was that the young lieutenant 
should bavo made EO foolish a mistake. 
He begged rue to forget what had hap- 
pened, as it would seriously injure the 
young lieutenant's prospects if I lodged a 
complaint against him. I promised to 
forget, or at all events not to refer in the 
royal presence to what had happened.1' 


Professor Muller attributes the visit of 


the police authorities to the fact that one 
of his friends, with whom he had been 
seen almost every day, was a young San- 
skrit scholar who had been inised. up with 
political intrigues and had long been 
under strict surveillance. 


the Almost Miraculous Escape of 5tji- 


phael's "Christ Bearing tho Cross." 
No picture perhaps b;is had so romantic 


an adventure or BO inmiuiiious an esoapo 
as liajiluiel's "Christ Roaring tho Cross." 


It was ordered by tlio fraternity of 


Mount Olivet at Palermo, tho brothers- 
wishing to have a speoimen of tho cele- 
brated Italian painter's work hanging in 
thoir monastery. The picture is remark- 
able for the truth with which the painter 
has portrayed thu suffering of tho Saviour 
as he bends bonuath the heavy load. 


Raphael painted it in Rome, whore he 


carried out so much of his work, and the 
picture was carefully packed and dis- 
patched by sen to Sicily. During tho short 
voyage a storm arose, and the wind and 
waves became so violent that tho vessel 
was wrecked. 


The crow and passengers perished, and 


DO trace of the ship or her cargo was seen 
again, save the picture, which, floating in 
its ease on tho water, was washed ashore 
and discovered l>y tho expectant monks. 


On the case being opened it was found 


that the sea water had in no way injured 
the divine beauty of the painting, which 
was hung up at Palermo amid great re- 
joicing and thanksgiving- at its miracu- 
lous escape. 


Raphael painted several portraits of his 


chief patron, Pope Julius II. No fewer 
than 13 are sxtant, but the majority were, 
at any rate partially, painted by his pupils. 


The three-quarter length figure of tho 


famous pope which hangs in our National 
gallery was painted on board. 


The round picture of the "Holy Family," 


which has been so often reproduced, was 
also painted on wood, Raphael, it is said, 
having seized the bottom of a tub and 
sketched the figures upon it for lack of 
more suitable material. 


Among bis countrymen he was known 


as "II Divino"—"The Divine Raphael.' 
He was the son of an artist named Gio 
vanni Sanzio, from whom his first lessons 
in art wore received. Later ho became a 
pupil of Perugino, who quickly recognized 
his genius, and under whoso tuition ha 
executed while still a mere youth work; 
•which not only equaled but surpassed 
those of his master. 


Raphael lived only 37 years, and tho 


amount of work he executed was indeed ex- 
traordinary. It is small wonder that such 
undertakings as the frescoes on the second 
floor of the Vatican and the cartoons for 
the Sixtine tapestries wore his strength 
away. The originals of these cartoons 
hang in our National gallery. 


The last work upon which Raphael was 


employed was a painting of "The Trans- 
figuration." He died of fever and waa 
buried in the Pantheon.—English Ex- 
change.

ton Boston aud Plymouth. 


Among seaports tho high placo belong- 


ing to Bristol is vory noticeable. It Is the 
port of'a region which has always beon one 
of tho richest, agriculturally, in England, 
and ouo to which population hud beon also 
attracted at u very early date by tho work- 
ing of tho lead mines of the Menclips, But 
lib great importance is probably to ba re- 
ferred to its foreign commerce—above all, 
its comin^rcH with Icehinil and tho north 
generally, which dates I'rom the century 
tu which thu list belongs—that in which 
Iheil tho lin.t William O'anynges, who bo- 
nan the lebuildinj; of the Church of Hi. 
JO-ii-y Kedchlfo. It was not a Roman 
town. 'In Koman tiiiKS, no doubt, Bath 
bor\ed all tho purposes of a seaport for this 
region, and lioin this liht H would appear 
that as Urislol rose Bath declined.

their husbands love them, but I havo 
known instances in which men who to all 
outward appearances were devoted hus- 
bands wcro really weary of life with their 
conjugal mates and quietly 'disappeared' 
in order to get rid of them. 


"They would not face the scandal of the 


divorce court, and indeed had no cai'.so to 
base an action on. 
Man sometimes be- 


come annoyed because thoir business af- 
fairs are not in good shape and seek relief 
in voluntary retirement. 
Others, again, 


are imbued with lovo of adventure, and 
after spending years in quiet domestic sur- 
roundings suddenly become imbued with 
an unconquerable desire to sec other phases 
of life. It is possible and even probable 
that somo of tho people reported as miss- 
ing fall victiinSfto footpads, but the num- 
ber is small. Crimes of this kind are eas- 
ily detected, and while tho perpetrators 
may nob be caught in every instance tha 
identity of the vicbim.and the fact of kill- 
ing are pretty sure to be quickly estab- 
lished. 
"Sudden insanity accounts for many 


mysterious disappearances, but as a gen- 
eral thing you may charge them up to 
women. Many men Irvo4ouble lives, and 
when the situation gets-distasteful it is 
only natural they should dry to better their 
condition by dropping out of sight so far 
as one of their female partners is con- 
cerned. 
"Ono of the queerest-cases of mysterious 


disappearance with which the Chicago po- 
lice department has had to deal is that of 
John YA 
7. Matthews, who quietly dropped 


out of sight in this- city in November, 
1896, 
and has never been heard from. An 


uusnolly vigorous search was made for 
Matthews because he was an intimate 
friend of Captain Campbell, secretary of 
tho department, and tho latter interested 
himself in seeing that the hunt was a 
thorough one. Matthews lived in Mon- 
mouth, Ills., and was a man of consider- 
able wealth. He came to Chicago about 
the middle of November.wearing a new 
suit of clothes and with $700 in cash. 
Here ho met and talked with several 
friends, all of whom afterward remarked 
that ha was in fino health and spirits. 
Two days later Matthews was missing, and 
no trace of him was to be found. 


"The police were baffled, when a mind 


reader gave them a clew which led to 
strango^dlsolosures. This person said Mat- 
thews had been suddenly taken insano in 
Chicago and had gone to a hotel in Madi- 
son street, near Clark street, where ha 
registered under his proper name, but in 
an undecipherable running hand, and had 
been assigned to a room on the fourth 
floor. Before bcdtim 
taken a car and gone to the 
Jackson park, where ho drowned himself. 
Shortly after this, the mind reader said, 
the body was washed ashore in the Calu- 
met region, where it was found by a fish- 
erman, who appropriated the money and 
valuables and then to save himself trou- 
ble buried the remains in the sands. 


"The hotel, the spot whore tho suicide 


occurred, tho appearance of tho fisherman 
and the localiiy in which Matthews' body 
was washed ashore wero all described with 
much minuteness by the mind render. His 
story caused a groat deal of merriment in 
police circles until Captain Campbell in- 
sisted that it should be looked into, and all j 
the essential facts were found to be cor- j 
rect. Actual suicide and robbery of tho j 
body wero never established, and many of 
Matthews' friends think ho is still alive, 
but in other things there was an exacti- 
tude of description that was alarming. 


"Matthews' signature was found on the 


hotel register, and he had been assigned to 
n fourth floor room, which he had not oc- 
cupied. Search along the southern lake 
front revealed a spot identical with that 
given by the mind reader as the place where 
Matthews had jumped into tho water, and 
in the Calumet country the officers found 
tho ^Isherman they were after. There also 
it was easy to make out the mind reader's 
picture of tho corpse marked beach where 
the body had been cast up. As tho fisher- 
man stoutly denied having found such a 
body, however, and no evidence could be 
had against hi:n, tho matter was dropped/' 
—Chicago Tribune.

"One reason," remarked tho colonel to 


a company of interested listeners, "that 
we raise better horses in Kentucky than 
are raised anywhere else on earth is that 
we not only have the water that makes 
bone because of the lime that is in it and 
ths finest grass in tho world, but wo havo 
all over the blue grass region, where tho 
great horses come from, an elevation of a 
thousand feet aud more above the sea, 
which gives just the right kind of air for 
a horse to breathe to become tho right kind j 
of a horse. 
Did you ever hear of n really 


great horse bred and born at sea level? 


"And speaking of horses," continued 


the colonel, "how many of you know 
when the first trotting horses—that's tho 
kind I take to market—made their appear- 
ance in this country, or in any country 
for that matter? 
Of course there havo al- 


ways been trotting horses, for that is the 
animal's natural yait, but I moan trained 
trotting horses. 
Well, the father of trot- 


ting horses in the United States, aud gen- 
erally, for the trotting horse may bo said j 
to have originated in the tmited States, 
was Messenger, a thoroughbred, imported 
from England in 1788 at the age of S years, 
and for 20 years thereafter at tho stud in 
the neighborhood of Philadelphia and New 
York. He was a gray horso with a long 
pedigree, which included some of tho best 
English strains as well as Arabian, from 
which he probably took his c!>lor. Ho had 
a numerous progeny by thoroughbreds and 
cold bloods, and almost invariably these 
latter produced horses which showed ths 
trotting instinct, and strangely, too, tho 
sons of his thoroughbred sons showed tho 
same trotting quality. It took somo time, 
however, for the trotter to get off of tho 
road aud divide turf attraction with tho 
thorough-bred, but it was bound to come, 
and in the year 1818, ten years after Mes- 
senger's death, the first public trotting 
race of which there. is any record in the 
United States took place, when the gray 
gelding Boston Blue was matched to trot 
a mile in three minutes, a feat deemed at 
that time to be impossible. All the same, 


' tho golding went tho mile in loss th»n 
1 three, though what the figures wcro no- 


body knows, as records were not kept then 


1 as they are now."—Washington Star.

They are usually made perfect spheres, 
but if you prefer it egg shaped you can 
order an "ovoid crystal."

no difference in the relative merits of the

in using tho crystal ball is great concen- 
tration.

A Mountain of Basalt. 


There is n mountain of dark brown 


basalt on tho Columbia river nearly a,000 
feet in height and stretching along the 
stream for six or eight miles.

The Leading Theme of Conver- 


sation at the Capital. 


WE'RE 1 NATION OP FINANCIERS. 


That's Why the Money Question I., Never 


Settled—l*la.n» of the Monetary Com- 
mission to Fix the Gold Standard—The 
Same Old Strucclo. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—[Special.]—Cur- 


rency reform is tho chief topic of discus- 
sion just now in the national capital. We 
»ro not likely to hoar tho lust of it for n 
long time to como. Foreigners whom I 
have mot while visiting this city marvel 
that wo always have fcimio financial sub- 
ject up for debate in our pnilmment. They 
cannot understand why wo do not settle 
these questions at somo time or othor and 
bo done with them. Tlioy say wo would 
have better times if wo did. One foreign- 
er, avory intelligent gentleman, not with- 
out experience in public affairs in his own 
country, asked mo why our government 
did not settle the currency question somo 
day and bo through with it. 


"You do not understand our govern- 


ment," I said to him. "In your country 
if there was a currency problem tho gov- 
ernment would appoint a commission to 
inquire into it. Tho whole subject would 
be treated wholly as an expert matter. 
The people would have nothing to say. 
The report of tho commission would bo 
adopted in law, and that would bo tho end 
of tho matter. But with us it is different. 
Hero we a,ro all running tho government. 
There are very few men in this country 
who do not think they could manage tho 
government better than tbo men who are 
managing it. 
Wo are all financiers. We 


all sit down and scheme out just h,ow tho 
thing should bo arranged, and we take 
good care that our senators and representa- 
tives in congress know what our opinions 
are. 
This explains why it takes so long a 


time to accomplish anything of that nature 
in this country. Our public men are 
timid. They want to so act as to please 
their people at home. With you expert 
opinion governs in such matters. With 
us public opinion rules." 


"What a beastly country!" exclaimed 


iny friend from across tbo water. "You'll 
never get out of the mess." 


"There's where you are mistaken 


again," I said. "Hero you show once 
more that you don't know tho American 
people. We'll come out all right in the 
end. The instincts of tbo American peo- 
ple are rarely wrong. They are almost 
certainly correct. I don't know how they 
will settle this thing, but I venture the 
prediction they will settle it in a sound 
and endurinp way." 


Scheme of the Monetary Commission. 
Just now the national capital is filled 


with two cnirps. 
One thinks the country 


will go to the dogs if wo do not reform the 
currency. 
The other says we bnvn man- 


aged to get along a great many years with 
our prespnt system, and they see no danger 
of nn immediate collapse. The report 
made public a few days ago by the mone- 
tary commission appointed by the In- 
dianapolis convention is the bone of con- 
tention. Perhaps the reader would like 
me to tell him in a few plain words what 
it is this commission has recommended 
and what lies behind the reform move- 
ment. 


The great object of the new plan is to 


fix the gold standard. 
Tho men who are 


behind this movement point out that if 
tho country were to become involved in 
war, or there was to bo a great panic, or a 
silver man was to be elected president, 
with or without senate and house in sym- 
pathy with him, we might be forced to a 
silver standard. 
Therefore they want to 


fix the laws so that wo can't slip back to a 
silver standard, no matter what happens. 
To accomplish this they propose several 
things. 
Tho most important are to grad- 


ually retire the greenbacks and treasury 
notes which are used to draw gold from, 
the treasury with and fchus stop what has 
become known as tlje endless chain; to 
pledge solemnly in law that all the money 
and all the bonds issued by the govern- 
ment shall be paid in gold, unless other- 
wise expressly provided; to have the gov- 
ernment stop issuing paper notes, and 
to turn all that over to tbe national banks, 
and to give the banks authority to issue 
notes, not wholly upon government bonds 
deposited for pecurity, as now, but upon a 
gradually increasing proportion of their 
assets. 


Those are the principal changes propos- 


ed, and as they all make for perpetuation 
of tho gold standard and the power of the 
banks it may be imagined that the silver 
men are very much opposed to them. 
Thus we are able to see without any diffi- 
culty that tho struggle is really one bo- 
tweon the old forces of gold and silver— 
another battle of the standards. Those 
who believe in the gold standard assume 
that the country voted for gold in 1808 
and that now the gold standard must bo 
fixed in luw so securely that in order to 
overturn jt the other side must get posses- 
sion of the White House, the senate and 
the house of representatives at the same 
time. Possibly they would need the su- 
preme court also, for if the government 
declares with tho solemnity of law that 
every obligation is a gold obligation the 
supremo court might hold that that pledge 
could not afterward be broken. 


"Lot Well Enough Alone." 


But there aro various reasons why the 


battle is not a clearly defined issue be- 
tween the gold and silver forces. All the 
siher men are opposed to the plan of Sec- 
retary Gago and also to that of the mone- 
tary commission, but nob all the gold men 
uro in favor of action. Many Republicans 
Bay: "What's tho UBB of stirring this up 
Bgain? If we do start another agitation, 
tve shall lose our seats. The silver people 
Will overwhelm us in nil the close dis- 
tricts. 
Let's let well enough alone, pass 


the appropriation bills and go homo. If 
we can save our seats and a majority of 
the house next fall, then wo may begin to 
talk about reforming the currency." 


Another class of Republicans, and 


among them somovory prominent loaders, 
take a little different view. They say: 
"Well, if we let things stand as they aru 
till after tho next presidential election, wo 
will bo able to retain control of tho gov- 
ernment. Tho gold Domoerats, the busi- 
Jii'&d men and tho independent voters who 
helped us in 1800 will be compelled" to 
stand by us again. There is no other 
place they can go. If we settle this ques- 
tion, they will drift back to their party 
and fight us on tho tariff. 
If we leave it 


dangling in tho air, they are our allies and 
will again help us carry tho country."

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.— [Special.]— For 


lome time after the breaking out of the 
present war in Cuba several of the New 
York newspapers made R point of keeping 
the fact that they had able war co-respond- 
ents in the field well to the front, and the 
adventures and mishaps that befell Flint 
»nd Scovel and Dawley and the others 
were among the topics most discussed, in 
•11 the town. Now, however, only one of 
tha bright young men here mentioned is 
doing duty in Cuba. This is Sylvester 
Boovel oJ The World. 


A Httlo less than a year ago Scovel was 


languishing behind the bars of Morro ims- 
tlo, and the alumni of his aliua mater, the 
University of Michigan, were passing reso- 
lutions imploring the government to help 
get him out. Just how much he owed to 
the resolutions is not at all clear, but he 
Boon afterward regained his liberty, after 
' which ho went to the Klondike, where he' 
enjoyed a lot of adventures every whit as 
lively as those that^mado his Cuban so- 
journ interesting. 'When Scovel was locked 
up by Woyler, the charge against him was 
visiting the insurgent camp. He is now 
risking another imprisonment, being at 
this time again with the insurgents. 


James Creeltnan. 


James Creelman, whose varied achieve- 


ments have put his name in the very 
front row of American correspondents, is 
now in Mew York, occupying one of the 
star places on Mr. Hearst's Journal. 
His 


best known work was done for The World 
while the war between China and Japan 
was on. As Mr. Hearst had not then 
bought The Journal, Creehnan's dispatches 
•were printed in the San Francisco Exam- 
iner simultaneously with their appearance 
In The World. He was with Frederick 
Villiers, the English illustrator, and the 
trwo kept constantly close to the actual 
fighting, scoring many beats. A rival is re- 
ported to have informed the Japaneso gov- 
ernment that Creelman was a spy in the 
pay of the Chinese, hoping thus to do away 
with the necessity of hustling to keep up 
with him. 


Long before he went to the orient as a 


war correspondent Creelman covered many 
difficult 
assignments most admirably. 


With Paul Boyton he floated down the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers to the gulf, be 
Interviewed Sitting Bull when that abo- 
riginal chief was at the height of his pow- 
er, and he minutely investigated the mur- 
ders of the Italians in Xow Orleans. Nor 
were his assignments confined to America. 
Pope Leo, Louis Kossuth, Queen Natalie 
of Serria and Count Tolstoi, besides many 
other European notabilities, have all talk- 
ed to him for the readers of tho American 
newspapers. Ho had bcon married only a 
short t:iue when tho last vrar in tho fur 
east brci:o out, but his bride cheerfully as- 
sented to his pjoposition to report it, 
thor^ : ihcj both know it to bo an even 
chant? that he would never return.

hard enough to act upon steel. This is tho 
Polyporus squaniusus. It is cut from an 
ash tree in autumn, dried, ilattcned in a 
press and sliced, the slices being glued 
upon wood. It was used anciently in this 
way. 


The mushroom named Polyporus sacer 


is worshiped in Africa as a god. Tho Ger- 
man tinder familiar to cii;ar smokers is 
made from a fungus that is buaten out and 
steeped in a solution of saltpeter. Thero 
is a species that grows on olive trees which 
is so luminou-, at night that one oan see to 
r3ad by its light. A fungus peculiar to 
wino cellars covers bottles with mold. An- 
other attacks the corks of bottles, render- 
ing tho wine unfit to drink. 
Yet another 


species attacks wine casks, devouring the 
wood and tho contents. A fungus that 
grows on tho trunks of plno trees in Cali- 
fornia weighs several pounds and is almost 
wholly composed of rosin.

causes the tree to secrete the rosin in un- 
usual quantities for its support. It is bo 
lieved to be aflrst rate substitute for q- ;- 
nine for chills.

"clathrus" is believed in France to cause 
cancer and is called the "cancer mush 
room" on that account. 
One kind of 


mushroom smells strongly of onion, a sec- 
ond of apricoi, a third of tallow and a I 
fourth of stale poultice. 
One species of j 


mushroom is utilized for making ink, an- 
other for stupefying bees, yet another for 
stanching blood and still another by the 
Laplanders for destroying bedbugs, being 
smeared on the walls and bedposts.—Bos- 
ton Transcript;.

Color Tints, 


It is interesting to know the rtral 


meaning of the various color tints with 
which we are familiar todr.y. The ma- 
jority think the titles are bestowed hap- 
hazard, but it is not so. Each one is 
traceable to a well defined origin. For 
instance, mastic, the fashionable gray- 
tan shade, is named after the mastic 
tree which grows in Greece, the gum 
of which resembles it in color. 
Blue 


black is in honor of the charcoal that 
comes from the vine stock. India ink 
is made from burned camphor. Scarlet 
is Iodide of mercury. Chinese white is 
zinc. 
Turkey red is made from the 


madder plant that thrives in Hindu- 
stan. For indian yellow we are indebt- 
ed to the camel and for sepia to the 
cuttlefish. The latter is an inky fluid 
the fish discharges when attacked in 
order to make the water opaque. The 
vivid crimsons, carmines and reddish 
purples are all furnished by the cochi- 
neal insects. The beautiful 
Prussian 


blue is achieved by fusing horses' hoofs 
and other refuse animal matter in a 
strong solution of potassium carbonate. 
Vermilion is from the ore cinnabar. 
Gamboge is from the yellow sap of a 
tree in Siam. Brlster is the soot of 
wood ashes, and raw sienna is the nat- 
ural earth from the vicinity of Sienna. 
Italy. Umber is also an earth found 
close by tJmbria.

The committee appointed by the A. O. 


H., announced in Monday's TKANSCRU>T

observance here of the centennial of the 
great rising of the United Irishmen in 
1798. The observance will take the torm 
of an evening meeting, which will be ad- 
dressed by one of the more prominent 
Irish orators in the country.

zation. Its leader, Tone, induced tho 
French to send a fleet to attack the Eng- 
lish force at Dublin, but the expedition 
was prevented from success by storms, 
which drove the fleet back. 
Follow- 


ing several such attempts the persecu- 
tion by the government became terrible 
and no historian has 
recorded 
in- 


detail the awful outrages that were com ^ 
mitted. The whole movement is pro^ 
nounced by historians to have been a 
heroic attempt on the part of the Irish 
for political freedom, and the celebration 
will commemorate a notible event in 
Irish history.
